We  have  also  spent  a  great  deal  of  time  working  on 
the  localization  and  extractions  of  projectiles,  and  oae  of 
my  assist??nts  has  devised  a  very  ingenious  and  cheap  apparatus 
for  the  accurate  determination  of  theposition  of  projectiles 
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in  the  body.  This  has  enallv-d  us  to  do  these  operations  with 
local  anesthesia  ifif  the  mo-t  part,  in  a  very  exact  and  simple 

way . 

I  have  likewise  :.ad  sent  to  me  a  large  num.ber  of  cases 

of  nerve  injuries,  probably  more  than  I  should  have  seen  in 
20  years  of  an  ordinary  hospital  experience. 

One  of  the  most  interesting  things  about  our  work, 
has  been  the  number  0^  crrable  people  we  find  among  the  pa- 
tients, who  make  it  possible  to  do  many  things  away  out  here 
in  the  country,  which  we  -ould  not  have  time  for  under  ordi- 
nary circumstances.  The  last  acquisition  on  my  staff  wps  ayoung 
man  nemed  BPuer,  who  is  an  architecte,  and  who  -as  just  graduated 
from  the  Beaux  Arts,  whom  I  put  in  charge  of  all  thp  building 
operations.  It  turns  out  ci^riously  enough  the? the  is  a  pupil 
of  Pascal.  We  have  talked  n;ny  times  of  him,  and  I  toM  him 
how  Pascal  was  a  Chairr-ian  of  your  Ti^^y    ^°^  ^^'^   "unive^^-sity  of 
California  Competition,  and  how  he  had  stayed  in  your  house. 
I  have  also  showed  him  photographs  of  the  Kacienda  and  W^ntoon 
with  which  he  is  enchante,  t-nd  when  I  go  home  I  am  i^oing  to 
leave  them  with  him  as  exa-ples  of  the  California,  Spanish  and 

Gothic  architecture.

69  grands  blesses,  we  have  had  to  work  for  the  first  woek 
with  only  an  average  of  about  3  hours  sleep.  We  had  probably 
about  30  operations  more  or  less  urgent  during  that  period. 
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You  will  l3  please^^  I  know  at  tiie  enclosed  marks 
of  approval  which  the  hospital  has  gained  from  the  chef  of  our 
Region  and  frorn  the  War  Office,  as  well  as  an  address  which 
was  presented  to  me  together  with  a  beautiful  little  ^^tatuette 
of  a  French  soldier  which  bears  the  following  legended

I  was  ab?!Olutely  taken  by  ^^urprise  by  this  mark  of  th'-:ir 
affection  and  appreciation  B.nc\   wr.s  so  deeply  touched  that 
I  coul'i  scarcely  spe^^lc;  I  felt  as  I  wrote  Anne,  a  good  deal 
like  a  school  girl   at  her  first  recitation. 

The  spirit  of  the  I'rench  has  been  perfectly  won- 
derful. The  calm  certain  way  in  which  they  have  i^one   about 
their  problem  has  won  my  hi/^^hest  admiration.  My  sympatny  is 
completely  on  the  side  of  the  Allies  and  I  feel  no  tragedy 
could  be  worse  for  the  world  than  the  triumph  of  the  German 
militarism.

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I  cannot  be  looked  upon  as  a  great  success;  it  would  have  been 
the  greatest  pleasure  in  the  world  just  the  same,  to  have  had 
the  Summer  as  usual  with  y-ju* 

My  staying  over  >  ere  after  College  opens,  is  going 
to  e:ive  me  a  particularly  hard  year,  because  we  have  so  much

agreement  with  the  hospital.  I  sm   afraid  that  I  shall  have  to 
jumj)  out  of  the  frying  pan  into  the  fire  and  drop  one  burden 
simply  to  take  up  another,  ihi^  is  especially  true  in  as  much 
as  Churchman  has  not  been  well  all  Spring,  and  my  leaving  him 
the  whole  work  of  the  depi.rtment  for  the  first  two  months  will 
load  him  up  pretty  heavily.

going  to  have  a  copy  m.ade  of  it  and  will  send  you  one  ,  so  that 
you  will  see  the  very  unio^E:nd  peaceful  environment  we  havehad 
this  summer.   The  climate  is  wonderful,  much  like  that  in  Cali- 
fornia and  the  beauty  of  the  little  valley  in  which  we  are  si- 
tuated, together  with  the  good  air,  has  done  not  a  little  to 
aid  us  in  the  treatment  of  our  serious  sceptic  cases. 

How  anyone  can  beli-^ve  in  war  as  a  means  of  settling/ 
international  dispute,  after  seeing  these  poor  mutilated  sollBrs, 
is  more  than  I  can  comprehend.  One  of  the  most  trying  things 
which   I  have  to  do  is  the  interviewr,  with  the  families,  espe- 
cially with  those  that  die.  I  have  been  very  much  touched  and 
appreciative  of  the  fact  that  they  hr,ve  recognised  our  work 
by  sending  us  only  the  most  gr.^vely  wounded  cases,  and  in 
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consequence  our  death  rate  has  been  high,  although  when  I 
first  saw  the  last  group  I  felt  certain  th^.t  we  shoiild  have 
at  least  15  deaths  out  of  the  90.  Thus  far  we  have  had  hut  5. 
They  have  been  in  the  hospital  now  just  two  weeks  end   the 
^arduous  labour  of  caring;  for  them  is  subsiding  womewhat  and 
the  hospital  is  regaining  its  more  normal  state. 

The  Service  de  oante  is  admirably  organized  and  splen- 
didly run.  This  difficult  task  of  taking  care  of  wounded  is  ma- 
naged in  a  way  which  brings  my  greatest  admiration. 

I  have  likewise  been  deeply  touched  by  the  aid  of  my 
staff  for  I  have  at  present  about  63  people  on  the  list  of  per- 
sonnel.  It  has  been  a  tremendous  tr>sk  to  reorganise  the  hospital 
and  get  it  running  in  good  shape,  but  I  have  about  reached  a 
point  wh':^re  I  am  satisfied  ^ath  its  progress,  and  think  it  will 
not  do  us  discredit.  I  am  particul-^^rly  anxious  to  have  it  go 
well  because  Winthrop  Dwight  is  responsible  to  r.rs  FitzGerald 
for  the  administration  of  the  funds,  and  I  should  like  to  do 
for  him  what  he  should  do  for  me  under  same  circumstances. 

Give  my  love  to  all  in  the  Hacienda  and  try  and  save 
your  strength  p.s  much  as  you  c?n.  I  know  that  you  must  hc?.ve  hr3d 
an  exhausting  summer.
